This was a claiin un a promissory note 
for $2,000, with interest, 

Mr J. d. Francis, Q.C., instructed by 
Mr Deacon, appeared for the plaintiff ; Mr 
EB. Robinson, instructed by. Messrs Jobn- 
son,: Stokes and Master, appeared for the 
defendant, 

Mr Feancis explained that plaintiff waa 
compradore with the Chins Export, Import 
and Batiking Compagnio, and the defen- 
dant was the widow and administratrix of 
the estate of Ohoy Chui. Tho issucs of 
the case were very sitnple. “The adwini- 
atratrix admitted sufficient assets to meet 
the claim if established. The only defence 
waa that the note was not made by the 
decoased Choy Chui, “Tho late Choy Chui 
carried on business as a dealer in coke and 
coal, and also carried, on business to & 
considerable extent as a smoney.lender. 
and during the last fow years—sinco 1691 
—he repeatedly’ borrowed from the plain 
tiff certain sums of money. On 30th June, 
1891, plaintiff lent Choy Chai $1500, and a 
promiasory note was given for the amount, 
payable in three years at twelve per cent. 
interest. On 3rd July, same year, Choy 
Chui borrowed a further sum of $50) at 
the same rate of interest. They had since 
ascortained that these two sums were bor- 
rowed by Chuy Chui for the purpose of be- 
ing lent to agontlernan named Lacy Downes 
(who has left the Colony for some years), 
and theso monies, two cheques on tho 
Hongkong and Shanghai Bank, were given 
by tho plaintiff for these respective amounts. 
Some timain July, the sane year, theso 
two cheque-still uncashed, were handed 
by Choy ls to Mr Wilkineon, natclior, 
by-way, of mortgage on property. belonging

book-work, during which he managed to 
takon hare in the Hundred Days and ture 
atthe storming of Cambrai. Tn *42 ho found. 
himself in command on the Scipde frontier. 
Outram reported from Haidefabad that all 
looked peaceful at the very moment when 
Napier knew the Amecrs meant war. 
They had been excited by onr disasters 
in Afghinistan, and the Scinde troubles 
were, to use Napier’s oxpressi no, ‘the 
tail of the Afghan war.’
